caufe the Action is natural. It is a ftranger 
thing that the Papifts, who are made in the 
fhape of Men, fhould be fo far Degenerated in- 
to Beatts, as not to know their owa Freedom ,as 
Rational Creatures, and the Native Rights of 
their Country wherein they were Born. *Tis 
a curfed Religion, which teaches Aven to be 
Slaves, and Princes to be Beafis of Prey, and to 
live on the Carnage of Men born as Free as 
themfelves: If the Papifts have once Embraced 
the Notions and Doctrine of Hamane Liberty, 
the Frexch Tyrants Throne fhakes beneath 
Him: For no Tyrannick Power can fubfift, 
where the Caufe of Liberty is maintain’d. The 
Clond which gathered over the Hills of the 
Cevennes, tho’ no bigger at firft thana Man’s 
Hand, may fpread it felf over the Face of all 
the Gallick Territories. Great and Glorious 
things haye proceeded from fmall Begianings , 
and little Armies ftarted up in Defence of In- 
jur'd Liberty, and for the Recovery of Juft 
Rights, have very often grown into mighty 
Hofts, and have made Tyrannick Princes trem- 
ble beneath their Burden. The Infurrection 
of thefe People, was not the effect of Heat or 
a fuddain Picque, like that at Naples under 
Maffancho : But it was aDefign well weighed 
in the Ballance of Reafon, before it was put 
into Action. The People of the Cevennes had 
many Years been under the moft Inhuman Op- 
preffion that a Mercilefs Tyrant could contrive, 
or Barbarous and Bloody Slave-makers could 
execute: They had been Defpoil’d-of their 
Goods; their Paternal Eftates and Lands of In- 
heritance had been Ravith’d from the Legal 
Poffeffors ; their Sacred Temples, Dedicated to 
Divine Worfhip,had either been Demolifhed ,or 
Prophaned by the performance of Superftitious 
ees and Ceremonies; whilft their holy Prieft- 
who ferv’d at the Altar, were Barbaron- 
fly fly Maflacrea and Martyr’d : Yet all this have 
they Born with a Chriftian Patience, ftill ho- 
ping for a Redemption, and believing i in the 
Almighty, who- was able to bring it to pafs; 
and the Time now being come, wherein their 
Grand Perfecuzor was engaged on every fide, 
in fecuring his ill-gotten Conquefts, they could 
not. expe a more favourable Opportunity to 
recover their Liberties. The Papifts in this 
time, (tho’ they were not Perfecuted on the 
Account of Religion) were abominably harafs'd 
with Taxes$ their Children were forc’d tothe 
Wars, and whole Families by that means be- 
reft of Subfiftance;.fo that their Miferies in 
fome meafure equall’d thofe of the Reformed : 
For a Tyrant is a fort of Creature that Preys 
on his own kind, and confiders not the Quality 





of thé Food when he is hungry. The good Prote- 
ftants who at a certain time guarded eel Mafs- 
oufes 











Howles in London, would have fhared the fame 
Fate with thofe that came to pull them down, 
if our Glorious Deliverer had not freed Us 
from thofe Evils, under which the Fré#ch Vaf- 
fals are now Groaning. But fince the Papifts 
begin to Arm themfelves in the Recovery of 
their Rights, it is not a Religious but a Civil 
Quarrel, begun at a Juncture when France was 
never in a worfe condition to fuftain fuch a 
Trouble; his Mercenary Legions being fo deep- 
ly Engaged Abroad, and the Male-Contents fo 
numerous at Home. 

lt is great pity this Brave People have no 
Support and Succours from Abroad; yet they 
are forced to ftand on their own Bottom againit 
the Greateft and moft Powerful Tyrant of the 
Univerfe. 1 amfure we have a fort of People 
among us, {-mean~ the French Refugees, who 
ought now to ftand by their Brethren in the 
Recovery of their Rights. The poor Inhabi- 
tants of the Cewennes have Rode out the Storm 
of Perfecution, whilft the others have Ancho- 
red fafe in other Countries, where they have 
made their Fortunes: If thefe aflifted their Bre- 
thren now in Arms, with but tocoo Men, 
which they can eafily do, it would be a good 
fupport and wow'd enable them to March far 
into the Low- Lends. but they'll fay, How fhall 
we get thither? I anfwer, They found the way to 
England in fmall Numbers, can’t they return af- 
ter the fame manner? Or foppofe they hired 
10000 Men in the Swifs Cantons, and the Coun- 
try of the Grifons, thefe might be able to joyn 
them in a Body; Or fuppofe neither of thefe 
ways will pleafe them, they may remit them 
Money by the way of Geneva; for we find 
by the publick Intelligences that the Inha- 
bitants of the Lake Lemane hold a Correfpon- 
dence with thefe People. In fhort, ifour Re- 
fugees in England do not aflift their Brethren 
now in Arms againft their Tyrant, we may 
conclude what a fort of People we have Har- 
bour’d, Reliev'd,and Protected in England ; and 
that thofe who will not be aflifting in the Re- 
covery of their Own Righis, will never help to 
preferve the Rights of a People with whom 
they have no Affinity. 

Of ali the Attempts made againft France for 
15 Years laft paft, none has given greater hopes 
of Succefs than this of the Cevennois; and as 
the Defirvétion of the French Tyrant is the 
Common Caufe of the Confederacy, and will 
be effected for the Common Good of ai] Europe: 
So I think all thofe who have any Regard to 
the Publick Tranquillity, ought to give their 


| nae Hand to the fupport of thofe People.

have an Intereft in their Succefs, and whofe 
Welfare does depend upon that of their Arms. 
We in England are as much oblig’d to aflift 
them as any of the other Confederates 0 ge 
in the War.
